Can you hear the whistle blowing?

The answer to that question 

is, "It depends how you look at 

it. " 

At town council last week, 
councillors voted to request that 
Canadian Pacific Railway totally 
eliminate the train whistle at 
the two crossings which will soon 
have completed crossing arms. 

So the whistle will stop. 

However, because it is Trans¬ 
port Canada's guidelines that the 
whistle can only be stopped at 
crossings with gates, there are 
still two crossings that will re¬ 
quire the blowing of the horn by 
the train engineers. Those are 
the crossings at Secondary High¬ 
way 582 at the north end of town, 


and the crossing at the very south 
outskirts. 

"What effectively is going to 
happen is that we are reducing 
the whistle by half," said town 
employee Sandra King. 

Councillors said that they 
were feeling the pressure from 
business owners and residents 
who live and do business along 
the tracks. 

In fact, the issue was brought 
to council as a follow up to a 
letter sent to them by Harold 
Leslie, a resident who lives along 
the tracks. When Leslie was in¬ 
formed that a motion had been 
made to terminate the sound he 
said, "That is a great idea." 

He says the reason he wanted

to bring the issue forward for 
two reasons. He believes that 
some of the engineers are "trig¬ 
ger happy," and hold the annoy¬ 
ing horn much longer than they 
need to. 

Leslie, who has lived in Dids¬ 
bury just over a year adds, "The 
benefit of reducing the very loud 
whistle is medically very impor¬ 
tant." He believes the sound can 
contribute to hearing problems 
and reduced productivity. 

But the whistle won't be com¬ 
pletely eliminated. 

The engineers must still blow 
the horn when they are a quar¬ 
ter of a mile before an crossing 
without gates.

Orman says the association 
has was triggered to investigate 
the issue when they realized that 
many other ministerial associa¬ 
tions in the province were get¬ 
ting involved in spearheading 
petitions. He adds, "Some of the 
clergy had also had experiences 
dealing with people who were 
addicted." 

The association then went on 
to spend about a year research¬ 
ing the issue, which included at¬ 
tending information seminars 
and gathering statistics and num¬ 
bers from organizations includ¬ 
ing the provincial government 
itself. 

It is from that research that 
the group has concluded that 
there is a prevalent concern and 
it should be addressed.

Orman says, "It is not a moral 
stance,” but rather a way to ask 
people to think about the issue. 

The petition that the associa¬ 
tion plans to put forward in Au¬ 
gust is purely asking whether 
the people of Didsbury want the 
town to request the elimination 
of VLTs within its boundaries. 

The petition will start circula¬ 
tion within the congregations, 
but Orman says will also be in 
public places for the general 
population of the town to look at 
and perhaps sign. 

According to the regulations 
of a petition, if the association 
can return a valid petition with 
10% or more of the towns popu¬ 
lation's signatures, the council 
must put it to plebiscite. This 
will require between 300 and 400 
signatures.

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Libraries need more funding, says rep

County councillors who ex¬ 
pressed concern over the long 
term viability of the Parkland 
Regional Library Service, were 
calmed by a 
presentation 
from a Park¬ 
land repre¬ 
sentative who 
spoke to them 
at their last 
meeting. 

After hav¬ 
ing seen a pro¬ 
posed resolution from St. Albert 
town council asking that pro¬ 
vincial library funding be in¬ 
creased from $4.03 to $4.50 per 
person, the county expressed 
concerns regarding why the re¬ 
gional libraries needed more 


money. 

Patricia Silver, of the Park¬ 
land explained the resolution in 
more detail and explained that 
the proposed resolution was not 
an effort to 
save a

through ask¬ 
ing for money 
money. Nor, 
was the reso¬ 
lution to raise 
the per capita 
fee paid be the individual mu¬ 
nicipalities which include Olds 
Didsbury and the County. 

The resolution was simply to 
ask the province to increase the 
funding to public libraries them¬ 
selves. The province provides 


$4.03 to the libraries, when their 
respective town puts forward 
$4.03 towards the service. 

Silver explained that is the 
lowest that public libraries have 
ever been funded by the prov¬ 
ince. 

"Right now public libraries 
are woefully underfunded," said 
Patricia. 

The second part of the St. 
Albert resolution was to ask 
the province to keep the popula¬ 
tion counts as current as possi¬ 
ble, in fact, even to the date. 

"So they won't always be limp¬ 
ing behind trying to provide 
service to the people who haven't 
been counted," says Silver. 

Reeve Pat James worried that 
if the population counts for the 
province go up, so too will the

Orman doesn't believe will be 
a difficult goal to attain be¬ 
cause it is not asking to remove 
VLTs, the petition simply asks 
for a democratic choice, and 
people on either side of the is¬ 
sue can sign it. 

Orman adds what he sees 
another negative of VLTs in a 
community. 

"The other negative effect is 
that a lot of money seems to 
leave town that could have gone 
to other places in the commu¬ 
nity." Orman believes that be¬ 
cause the government takes the 
money and puts it into their 
own general revenue and then 
redistributes it, Didsbury may 
be losing out. 

Dommasch says he believes 
the exact opposite is true. 

He says that if the VLTs 


were eventually removed from 
town, residents who want to 
play would just go to other 
towns and spend their money 
there thereby decreasing the 
amount of money spent at local 
businesses. 

Dommasch also defends 
where the money from VLT rev¬ 
enues is going. "The money is 
all going back into the town," 
he says. He believes that the 
lottery grants that help sup¬ 
port community projects will be 
at risk if VLTs disappear. 

On the other hand, Jack 
Sheridan, who has seven VLT 
machines in his bar doesn't have 
any problem with either the 
plebiscite itself, or the eventu¬ 
ality of the machines being re¬ 
moved. 

"They can take them out if 
they want, I don't care... They've 


caused me more trouble than 
any good since I got them here," 
says Sheridan. He believes that 
the problem he is now encoun¬ 
tering is that some of his cus¬ 
tomers are spending so much 
on VLT gambling that they are 
unable to afford anything else 
in his business. He believes that 
the losses outweigh his gains. 

So between now and the elec¬ 
tion on October 19, the Ministe¬ 
rial Association will be gather¬ 
ing signatures to put the issue 
on the ballot, and bar owners 
will have their own opinions. 

If enough signatures are 
gained, the town can ask the 
province to remove the ma¬ 
chines, however it is out of 
their jurisdiction to actually 
remove them as a municipality. 
The province has cooperated in 
most cases. 


population count for the per 
capita cost of the service to the 
municipalities. 

"You are not going to get hit 
with any kind of increase," said 
Silver, "until we enter into ne¬ 
gotiations." The county along 
with the other municipalities 
that joined Parkland last year 
are in a three year contract. 

Jack Peck, who has long ex¬ 
pressed his opposition to the 
library service, and who be¬ 
lieves that the libraries should 
be supported by user fees, took 
the opportunity of the meeting 
with a Parkland representative 
to bring forward a few other 
concerns. 

One of those concerns was 
that he wanted to see hard 
statistical proof of the usership 
of the libraries in the area. He 
worried that the cost of be¬ 
longing to the service was 
based on a per capita which 
includes all residents, when 
perhaps only a small percent¬ 
age of the residents are actu¬ 
ally using the service. 

Silver countered that ac¬ 
cording to a survey taken by 
the province indicated that 
"well over two thirds" used 
libraries or felt that the serv¬ 
ice was necessary.

“dangerous 
ground”

Some councillors say the 
buck needs to stop here. 

At last week's council meet¬ 
ing, Coun. Dorothy-Moore- 
Anderson voted to reject fund¬ 
ing for a program that she felt 
was obviously not the town's 
responsibility. 

The motion in question was 
to support the Community 
Services Advisory Board's rec¬ 
ommendation to provide 
$13,000 out of Family and 
Community Support Services 
funding for a counsellor at the 
Didsbury Hospital. 

The board had recommended 
that the town council approve 
an agreement worth $13,000 
in funds to support the serv¬ 
ices of a marital and relation¬ 
ship counsellor on a part-time 
basis. 

Moore-Anderson said that 
although she agrees that the 
service may be needed, she per¬ 
sonally needed to tell the prov¬ 
ince, by her opposition, that it 
was an initiative that should 
be wholly funded through 
Mental Health. 

"We have core services and 
this isn't one of them," she 
said. 

Coun. Willard Swalm who 
serves as council’s representa¬ 
tive on the CSAB justified the 
expense by saying, "There was 
a real need between what they 
(Mental Health) and what 
other groups are doing... 
There is a real void there." 

The marital and relation¬ 
ship counsellor would be paid 
$250 per day and would be at 
the hospital for clients one 
day per week. 

"I think that is reasonable," 
said Swalm. 

Moore-Anderson said, "I 
would like to register my ob¬ 
jection clearly this is a provin¬ 
cial health and social services 
program. It has nothing to do 
whether it is a good program 
or not, it is just not our re¬ 
sponsibility." 

She added that she believes 
it is "dangerous ground" to so 
easily accept responsibility for 
something that is not under 
their core services. She be¬ 
lieves that it would make it 
seem that the town will just 
put up with continuous 
downloading. 

Coun. Gary Dolha says in 
theory he agrees with Moore- 
Anderson, however he added, 
"If the money is just sitting 
there I can't see the justifica¬ 
tion of not spending it." 

The CSAB had a reasonable 
surplus this year, and other 
councillors worried that if the 
province realized how much 
funding was left over, they 
would cut the grant next year. 

The motion to sign the 
agreement with the Mental 
Health Advisory Board was 
passed, with only Moore- 
Anderson in opposition.

Minimum wage increase not well thought 
out, say local business owners

Minimum wage has gone up, 
fair enough, says local business 
owners. However, what it will 
do to the overall payroll and 
profit margin of their business 
could be harmful in the long 
term for both the business and 
the individual employee. 

Claude Baril, who is a local 
business owner says he has 
taken an overall view on the 
issue and feels that there are 
repercussions that need to be 
examined further. 

"Labor is your greatest vari¬ 
able cost and for it to go up 
significantly, businesses will 
have to respond by cutting back 
on their labor," says Baril who 
currently doesn't have any staff 
at the minimum wage level. 

Increases to Alberta's mini¬ 
mum wage will be phased in 
over the next 15 months, begin¬ 
ning with a 40 cent increase on 
Oct. 1 this year and further 
increases of 25 cents per hour 
on April 1, 1999 and Oct. 1, 
1999. 

Baril believes the bigger pic¬ 


ture is that when the minimum 
wage goes up, there is a differ¬ 
ential across the board. For 
example, staff receiving $6 per 
hour after three years of em¬ 
ployment, would now be mak¬ 
ing just above the minimum. 

"If the minimum wage 
changes the whole equation 
changes," says Baril, who is 
also the Chamber of Commerce 
president. 

Margo Ward, who is also a 
local business owner agrees. 

"That raise to the newer em¬ 
ployee will affect everyone's 
wages all the way down the 
line," says Ward. 

Ward says theoretically the 
increase won't affect many 
adults, who she believes are 
making more than minimum 
wage. However the students are 
in for a big raise by the time it 
all over and done with. 

That is because the student 
differential whereby students 
under 18 could be paid $4.50 per 
hour has also been eliminated 
and they will now have to be 
paid the same minimum as oth¬ 


ers. This is a net increase to a 
working student of $1.40 per 
hour. 

Ward says that although that 
may sound good in theory, it 
will also affect things like taxes, 
and employment insurance pre¬ 
miums for those employees and 
the businesses, and she believes 
the take home pay won't be 
much more. 

"This whole thing is going to 
have a lot of impacts in a lot of 
places and I don't think the 
government has thought this 
one out," she summarizes. 

A1 Schneider who runs the 
local grocery store, says that he 
is in unison with most of the 
points that Ward and Baril 
pointed out. 

The minimum wage increase 
was approved by an Order in 
Council last month. 

"Albertans are among the 
most productive workers in 
Canada," says Minister of La¬ 
bor Murray Smith. "Since the 
last change to the province's 
minimum wage, Alberta's gross 
domestic product per employed 


person, or productivity, has in¬ 
creased about 19 per cent. This 
minimum wage increase reflects 
that change in worker produc¬ 
tivity." 

The minimum wage was in¬ 
creased to its present level in 
1992. 

Review of the regulation was 
part of a larger public review of 
Alberta's Employment Stand¬ 
ards Regulation. 

Ward still doesn’t believe the 
change is necessary and could 
harm instead of help in the long 
run. 

"If wages go up, the cost of 
manufacturing the product 
goes up, the cost of the prod¬ 
uct goes up, the prices go up," 
says Ward. 

So, it seems the wage in¬ 
crease is not being well received 
in the business circle of retail¬ 
ers who are typically the sector 
with the most employees at or 
close to minimum wage, along 
with the service industry. 

How it will pan out in Dids- 
bury's work force remains to 
be seen. 


Liability issue addressed with cessation

This means that when a train 
is heading from the north to the 
south, they will blow their whis¬ 
tle just outside of town and then 
again just as they are leaving 
the south end. Residents of the 
Southridge area are unlikely to 
notice much difference, however 
the train will take a quieter ride 
through the downtown area. 

When the train heading from 
the south the north, due to the 
quarter mile regulation, they 
will have to start blowing their 
whistle at the 20 Ave. crossing 
in preparation for the 582 road. 

All in all, most councillors 
said they didn't believe it was 
going to make much of a differ¬ 


ence. Coun. Gayle Veno, who 
opposed the cessation motion 
said, "I don't think you're even 
going to notice." 

However, the town has ap¬ 
plied for a third crossing to be 
installed at SH 582. Wes Yeo¬ 
man, town engineer says that it 
would enable a further reduc¬ 
tion of the whistle, but the proc¬ 
ess in getting that gate is likely 
to be long because the town, 
CPR and Transport Canada 
must all agree to pay their share 
of the gate. 

To enable to motion to pro¬ 
hibit the whistles in town, the 
municipality must cover the li¬ 
ability insurance together with 
CPR. Although the exact number 


isn’t yet known, it was noted at 
council that the town of Olds 
pays $600 per crossing per year, 
and CPR pays another $600. It 
is expected that the Didsbury 
liability insurance would be 
much the same. 

Some Didsbury business own¬ 
ers who are along Main Street 
are thrilled to hear about the 
decision. "That is a great idea... 
It is extremely noisy and is a 
huge distraction," says Monica 
Keating who owns D and M 
Clothesline. 

Gwen Hiemer, manager of 
the Royal Bank says, "Some¬ 
times you can hardly hear, I 
don't think there is a need for 
them to blow the whistle when 


we have the gates." 

Other business owners say it 
doesn't really bother them too 
much because they have ad¬ 
justed, like Margo Ward of 
Ward Value Drug Mart and 
Penny Dolha of Mugs Coffee 
Shop. 

Even though Leslie thinks 
it is a good idea, he also wanted 
to caution people that they need 
to be careful around the tracks. 

"Don't try to beat the train 
because you are going to lose," 
says Leslie. 

The whistles will stop at the 
gated crossings when the gates 
are fully completed. A CPR 
spokesman says they should be 
completed this season. 
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Making minimum is barely making it 

The new minimum wage was long overdue in my books. After all, 
the government continuously talks about the economic prosperity 
this province is smack in the middle of. But, as a simple law of 
Economics 101, when the economy in a place is booming, so is the 
cost of living. 

Take Calgary for instance. Most renters in the city will tell you 
that their rent has increased at least twice this year. 

If a person was working for the current minimum wage of $5 per 
hour, that comes to a total of $800 per month before taxes. That isn't 
barely enough to cover rent in a two bedroom apartment in Calgary, 
let alone bills, groceries and other costs of sustenance. 

Here in a small town that may not apply to such an extent, but 
it is still not a livable wage. 

The argument here may be that it is usually the students who are 
making that amount and they usually don't need to pay rent. Well, I can tell you that I was 
a college student not all that long ago, and was working for $5 per hour while living at home. 
Once I paid my bus fare or parking for a month, and bought stuff for lunches, and all of the 
nominal supplies of life, I could barely make it. And, I was lucky I was living at home, I knew 
friends who were living in residence. 

Pure and simply, if the cost of living is on the rise, so needs to be the pay for working. Like 
I said - Economics 101. 

The other argument that is being made is that with such an increase, businesses may have 
to cut back on their staffing. That is very true, and what benefit would an increase in minimum 
wage be to one person, if their co-worker went to making nothing because he or she had to be 
laid off But, because of a booming economy, the business are also able to raise their prices for 
products, thus making at least some room to move. 

If the minimum wage increases, the wages of other employees will be affected relatively, 
argue some employers. True. But, for the same reason the minimum is going up, so then should 
other's wages. The reasoning is also relative. 

Keep in mind that Alberta had the lowest minimum wage in the country, and it had one of 
the best economies. There are other provinces that are far less economically stable than this 
one, whose minimum wage is up around $7 or $8 per hour. These provinces still have 
businesses, their whole economy isn't crushed under inability to pay staff. 

The argument that the increase may discourage larger corporate headquarters to locate in 
Alberta doesn't wash. These larger corporate centres surely don't pay the grand majority of 
their staff minimum wage, so why should it bother them that the guy at the fast food joint is 
getting a pay increase. In fact, maybe the larger corporate companies would better like to locate 
in Alberta because its people are making enough to have the ability to buy their products if they 
wish. 

So what if the increase in the minimum wage was unexpected. Any time it would have been 
introduced it would have been unexpected because I don't know of any company that has a bank 
account set aside for possible future hikes in the minimum wage. It had to come sometime, and 
that time is now. 

The one thing that I do think the government has failed to comprhend is how it will impact 
businesses, and they have not communicated with them well at all. I know from calling around 
to local business to ask for thier opinion that almost no one knew the details of the hike. In 
fact, I was busy sending around copies of the information that I had. 

This move was long overdue in my opinion, but then again I am not a small business owner.

While the MPs do the summer 
BBQ circuit in their ridings, the 
CTF is ramping up for an August 
campaign on MP pensions. 

Just before MPs jetted back to 
their constituencies in June, they 
approved a nice pay raise for 
themselves, increased their liv¬ 
ing allowance, and allowed their 
colleagues the choice to opt back 
into the "gold plated and illegal 
(for regular taxpayers)" pension 
plan. 

Forty-eight 48 MPs are now 
eligible to opt back in: 38 Reform¬ 
ers, 6 Liberals and 4 Bloc 
Quebecois. These MPs (and oth¬ 
ers who no longer sit in Parlia¬ 
ment) that opted out of the plan 
in 1995 showed leadership and 
made a tremendous financial sac¬ 
rifice in their principled opposi¬ 
tion to the current MP pension 
plan. And they embarrassed the 
rest of their colleagues who still 
benefit from this taxpayer-funded 
version of Freedom 55 for the 
political class. 

While, the CTF believes MPs 
should be entitled to a fair pen¬ 
sion plan: a matching dollar for 
dollar group RRSP scheme would 
be appropriate as opposed to the 
current scheme. 

This week we will ask all 48 
MPs whether to plan to plunge 
back into the pension trough. 
Their responses (or lack thereof) 
will then determine the scope, 
tone and tactics of our August 
campaign. 

But the initial response by 
Reform Party members and its 
apparatchiks is less than encour¬ 
aging. Shortly after news of our 
campaign and a similar effort by 
the National Citizens Coalition 
(NCC) broke, concerned calls 
from Reform MPs were logged by 
the CTF. A cry of "Why is the CTF 
focusing on us when we did the 
honourable thing in 1995?" was 
the common refrain. 

Quite simply, we focus on you 
because your behaviour on the 
pay raise issue in June gives us 
pause for concern. And besides, 
democracy works well when we 
remind MPs about their previous 


commitments and principles. 
Southam News quoted Reform's 
czar of communications Jim Ar¬ 
mour as follows, "I guess the 
NCC and the taxpayers federa¬ 
tion will try to do what it takes to 
raise money and boost member¬ 
ship." 

Try again Mr. Armour. It was 
the Reform Party that made MP 
pensions a symbolic issue in the 
1993 campaign and during the 
1995 committee hearings. It was 
your party that sold member¬ 
ships, raised money and received 
voter support due to the MP 
pension issue. 

Questioning other's motives 
deflects attention from the real 
issue. The CTF has been consist¬ 
ent on this issue of MP compen¬ 
sation, including pensions. It is 
the Reform Party's consistency 
that is presently in doubt. 

But Mr. Armour wasn't the 
only Reformer feeling the swel¬ 
tering summer heat from this 
issue. Reform House Leader 
Randy White, who incidentally 
was at the table cutting the back¬ 
room, no-vote, no-debate pay deal, 
with the other parties is quoted 
as saying, "it is unfortunate that 
the federation is so narrow¬ 
minded." 

Well Mr. White, we will not 
stoop to character attacks. In¬ 
stead, allow me to pose a ques¬ 
tion. What on earth compelled 
you to get into bed with the 
Liberals and the other parties on 
this sleazy deal? By conspiring 
with the rest of the Ottawa gang 
to disregard the Blais Commis¬ 
sion recommendations on MP 
compensation (and its 250K price 
tag) to make up your own pay 
package, you certainly weren't do¬ 
ing politics differently as you prom¬ 
ised in 1993 and again in 1997. 

If all 48 MPs answer our sur¬ 
vey by reaffirming their commit¬ 
ment to stay out of the pension 
plan, then we won't need to run 
a campaign. 

In the meantime, Mssrs. Ar¬ 
mour and White should take a 
long hard look in the mirror. 
When you make your political 
bed on an issue, don't be sur¬ 
prised when people expect you to 
lie in it.

red tape. While we wait we get a 
stay of action' which allows us to 
continue working in the country. 
The stay of action is good for three 
months and then must be re¬ 
newed. We will be thankful when 
the quota document is renewed 
because that means we don’t have 
to visit immigration every three 
months. 

School is starting in just over a 
week.Things are pretty quiet 
around here. We enjoy that for a 
while but then we look forward to 
students and staff returning. 

Janet has been working hard 
in the library rearranging things, 
doing bulletin boards, getting ta¬ 
bles painted and just trying to get 
everything ready for school to 
start. This weekend she is making 
new curtains for the staff room 
and staff restroom. She hopes to 
work on the library computers 
this coming week.

John, our beloved number two son, who lives, teaches 
and does research in Boston, is coming home for a few 
days and naturally we want to have everything as nice 
as possible while he is here.

Since I was already feeling old and 
useless this was not a great time to tell me what I 
couldn't do. "I certainly can carry those pails," I told 
him. "Start draining and I will be right there." 

If the pails were filled right to the top they were a bit 
much, but if I hurried back and got one before he had it 
really full I did just fine. I carried one pail at a time, up 
the basement steps, across the front lawn, and dumped 
it into the petunia bed. By the time I returned from my 
fourth trip I had hit my stride and was feeling fairly 
competent and a bit less decrepit. And that's when I 
caught the toe of my runner on the rolled up rug. My 
right knee hit the cement, my left knee the carpet. My 
right hand, still clutching the empty pail, slammed into 
the cement and my forehead and left cheek glanced off 
the waiting, filled pail, causing an eruption of water 
that soaked me and a lot more of the floor. 

I have the most colourful knee in the county. It is 
purple and pink, blue and yellow and it’s very, very stiff 
but as long as I don’t try stairs it’s not terribly painful. 
I am so grateful that nothing is broken, not even my 
glasses, and it’s kind of encouraging to know that I can 
fall and not break any bones. At least I don't have 
osteoporosis. Think how hard it would be to syringe, 
floss and brush with a body cast and neck brace! The 
drifting ice floe may yet be the best solution.

Nutrition news: Five ways to 
separate truth from hype 


New discoveries are made all 
the time in the field of nutri¬ 
tion, and the media picks up on 
these quickly. But sometimes 
we're bombarded with so much 
nutrition news it's hard to know 
what to believe. 

"One week comes the an¬ 
nouncement that this food is 
'bad' for you," said Marlene 
Pixley, a representative of 
TOPS (Take Off Pounds Sensi¬ 
bly). "The next week someone 
links diseases to certain food 
substances." 

Often, months later, this 
news is discredited as prema¬ 
ture or just plain over blown. 

"It's hard to know whether 
nutrition news is believable. 
But there are a few guidelines 
to help us distinguish between 
legitimate news and hype." 

Pixley offers several of these 
guidelines: 

1. Remember that some de¬ 
velopments, when first re¬ 
ported, are nothing more than 
theories. Be skeptical if conclu¬ 
sions are drawn from a single 
study with a small sample of 
test subjects. 

2. Be skeptical, too, if re¬ 
search is sponsored by a group 
that stands to profit from the 
conclusions of a study. 

3. Consider the medium. 
Popular magazines that favour 
lurid headlines and attention- 
grabbing hype on other topics, 
probably don't scrutinize their 
nutrition coverage very care¬ 
fully. 

4. Don't just skim headlines. 
Read the whole story. The dan¬ 
ger' being reported might not 
even apply to your situation. 


5. Weigh the relative impor¬ 
tance of this food in your diet. 
You probably have less concern 
about a food you eat once a 
month than something that ap¬ 
pears on your table daily. 

In their quest to lose weight 
sensibly, TOPS members seek

"The horses 
need food, too. It all amounts to money going into the local economy."

Mark and Elizabeth Price are 
busy in the basement of their 
home west of Didsbury just off 
Westcott road, cutting, tooling 
and forming their custom made 
pieces of horse gear. 

"It was just sort of a hobby 
when we started out making 
saddles," says Mark. They have 
since taken their hobby and ex¬ 
panded it into a full time home 
business. 

Mark was working as a heavy 
equipment auctioneer and spent 
little time at home with his fam¬ 
ily. He was feeling frustrated 
and tired. But, when he was at 
home riding his horses and 
teaching his new daughter about 
he and his wife's passion for the 
animals, that was when he most 
relaxed. 

Elizabeth was spending a lot 
of time raising their daughter, 
working with the horses and 
helping on her family's farm. 
But she was beginning to feel 
like there could be a way to 
combine all their loves, the fam¬ 
ily and the horses. 

It came to them, both loved to 
work with the leather in their 
basement, building saddles and 
other horse gear. As the quality 
of their work became known in 
the area, they were spending 
more and more time in the base¬ 
ment creating their pieces for 
family, friends and friends of 


friends. 

Could they take it full-time? 

But, it wasn't quite as simple 
as it seems. They used their 
horse sense, and didn't jump 
into making their hobby full¬ 
time blindly. They researched. 

And researched, and re¬ 
searched and came up with a 
business plan. Part of their re¬ 
search showed them that there 
are already enough saddle mak¬ 
ers in the province to keep the 
market filled. However, it was 
the other stuff, reigns, bridles, 
and breast collars that had a 
market hole that needed to be 
Tilled. 

"The whole reason we started 
doing this is because we couldn't 
find the stuff we wanted for our 
own horses," says Mark. 

Mark, who team ropes, and 
Elizabeth, who barrel races, say 
they know horse people can be 
very fashion conscious. They 
like to have matching pieces, 
and that is what the couple will 
specialize in, custom made gear. 

"We can get more personal 
with what they want made than 
a store can," says Elizabeth. 

In fact, if you bring in your 
saddle, they can make the other 
accessories all complimentary 
to what you already have. Or, if 
you'd like to do it the other way 
around, the Price's have a great 
referral system to find any kind 
of gear or horse accessories. 

"There is a lot of great local 
talent," says Mark. 

Elizabeth has even mastered

brands into the leather. Mark 
calls Elizabeth "The creative one." 

Mark keeps busy cutting the 
pieces from the highest quality 
leather they can find, and mar¬ 
keting the product all over west¬ 
ern Canada. 

But their biggest plan right 
now is to eventually set them¬ 
selves up at trade fairs, and take 
a trailer around to local area 
rodeos selling their goods. It is 
all part of their business plan. 

Another part of that plan is to 
give back to the community. 
They have actually put into their 
business plan a way to make it 
possible for them to donate to 
local horse shows and rodeos. 

"We want to support the grass¬ 
roots," says Mark. 

They also plan to eventually 
build a separate workshop on 
their property. 

Pro-Champion Horse Gear, 
as their business is called, has 
flexible hours, and a flexible way 
of doing business. "They can come 
to us, or we can go to them," says 
Elizabeth. 

So with their daughter often 
by their side as they plug away 
filling orders, it seems that the 
couple has managed to com¬ 
bine all the things they love, 
and what they create in their 
workshop are what horse own¬ 
ers will love. It's working out 
just the way they imagined, 
except maybe they are little 
busier than they thought. But 
that's a good thing.

Thinking of trying direct seed¬ 
ing in 1999. Then start this fall 
with the combine. 

Crop residue management is 
essential for successful direct 
seeding. The crop residue must 
be spread evenly to avoid or re¬ 
duce such problems as: equip¬ 
ment plugging, poor seed germi¬ 
nation, disease, week and insect 
infestations and nutrient tie-up. 

Your residue management 
system will depend on the equip¬ 
ment available and local climate 
conditions. In the Brown and 
Dark Brown soil zones, the em¬ 
phasis is on keeping stubble 
standing for snow trapping and 
erosion control. In the Black 
and Gray soil zones, the empha¬ 
sis is often on handling large 
volumes of crop residues so till¬ 
age and seeding equipment does 
not plug. 

The most practical way to 
manage crop residue is with the 
combine. The combine spread 
width should equal the entire 
width of the cut. Using a wide 
cutter header or a double swath 
makes uniform spreading more 
difficult, and straw and chaff 
spreading attachments may be 
required. Straw and chaff 
spreaders help to avoid unman¬ 
ageable buildup behind the com¬ 
bine. 

You may need to purchase 
straw and/ or chaff spreading 
attachments for your combine 
to achieve uniform residue dis¬ 
tribution. These systems use 
varying amounts of horsepower 
to operate, so they affect costs 
as well as combine performance 
and capacity. 

Chaff spreading must occur 
at harvest. Harrowing or till-
